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Health Plans 

In The Army: The American 
Medical Association is disturbed 
by reports circulated in. Washing- 
ton that Army and War Depart- 
ment officials are increasingly be- 
ginning to favor the Truman 
health program as a project that 
will have much to do with Amer- 
ica’s future military strength. Mil- 
itary leaders know that in the last 
war 30 to 40 per cent of our 
draftees were rejected on medical 
grounds. Inadequate medical and 
dental care during childhood is not 
a good background for building 
manpower for war, as military 
men are becoming convinced. In 
spite of the fact that nearly all 
newspapers and radios are fighting 
the Federal health program, we 
will likely see a slow change take 
place in the attitudes of official 
medical circles because of the mili- 
tary aspects cited above. 

Dr. Channing Frothingham, past 
president of the Massachusetts 
Medical Society, recently stated 
that although he is a Republican 
and a member of the American 
Medical Association he believes that 
many doctors would support the 
Federal health insurance plan if 
they knew the real facts instead 
of accepting the distorted picture 
being circulated by the AMA. 

In Labor: While strikes have 
raged in Detroit over the right of 
labor to set up welfare 
funds and secure other workers’ 
rights, and while coal operators 
continue to fight the John L. Lewis 
program of health and retirement 
security for coal miners, — million- 
aire clothing manufacturers have 
come out with praise for the wel- 
fare principle as practiced by their 
unions for many years. 

The employers in the men’s and 
women’s clothing industry are al- 
most as proud of the welfare funds 
set up under their union agree- 
ments as the union officials are 
themselves, stated the N. Y. Times 
a few weeks ago. What is more,

A STATEMENT OF FAITH: In our efforts to render a service be- 
yond that afforded by the usual news channels, Between The Lines 
often finds itself swimming against popular tides.

HE PEACEFUL WEAPONS of democracy can win over any form 
of tyranny — if given time and opportunity. The situations in 
Paris and Berlin give overwhelming evidence of that. 

Communism with its disregard for individual human values 
has been its own worst enemy, has defeated its own diplomacy and po- 
litical strategy by the very exercise of those philosophies basie in its 
materialistic-atheistic structure. This materialism has caused it to dis- 
regard human values and deny many moral principles and has fostered 
the acceptance of the thesis that “amy means justifies the end.” All this 
has characterized the conduct of the Soviet authorities in dealing with 
the Germans.

Family Life: Newsmen return- 
ing from Russia are unanimous in 
their reports that there has come 
a great change to Russian social 
life in the last few years. In the 
extremes immediately after the rev- 
olution, the church, which had 
maintained a monoply over mar- 
riage, was cast aside and with it 
the sanctity of marriage. Dorm- 
itory life, easy divorce and prom- 
iscuity became the rule. But that 
didn’t work, — the Russians found 
that stable home life, sturdy char- 
acter-forming influences in the 
family circle were essential for the 
strength of the State. Now report- 
ers in the Soviet say that the bars 
and cocktail halls are empty, for 
the Russians have returned to their 
old traditional love of family life. 
The parks and theaters and concert 
halls are packed with Russian fam- 
ily groups, — father, mother and 
children hand-in-hand. The great 
throngs of “unattached revolution- 
ary figures” have almost entirely 
vanished from the scene, — they’re 
replaced by family groups, promen- 
ading the boulevards, boating and 
swimming in the rivers, playing in 
the parks. That religion is again 
becoming an increasing factor in 
Russian life is thus inevitable, for 
happy family life arises out of 
strong spiritual ties.

the manufacturers make no secret 
of their satisfaction with the way 
the funds are being applied by 
the Garment Workers’ Unions, both 
AFL and CIO. These funds were 
set up many years ago without 
any strikes, and they have stabil- 
ized the industry, increased its pro- 
duction and increased profits to 
managers, according to the cloth- 
ing manufacturers. David Dubin- 
sky, one of America’s most able, 
responsible and conscientious labor 
leaders, has been a moving factor, 
as has John L. Lewis, in establish- 
ing these rights for the worker, as 
part of his fundamental contract 
agreement with industry. These 
are giant unions of 400,000 in one 
(AFL) and 180,000 in the other. 
Millions of dollars are paid out 
each year in these unions to secure 
full medical and pension coverage. 


In Britain: While the British 
compulsory government health pro- 
gram has many pitfalls that we 
should avoid, some of the results 
of the British health system will 
certainly influence this country’s 
final decision on responsibility for 
publie health. Worldover Press re- 
ports recent figures from Britain 
on baby health. The British baby’s 
chance for life has almost doubled 
under Labor rule, and the death 
rate is lower than ever before. The 
present rate of 34 deaths out of 
1,000 births is the lowest ever re- 
corded. Still births (23 in every 
1.000) were also the fewest in Brit- 
ish history. The death rate of babies 
last year alone fell 17 per cent com- 
pared to the previous low. Eight 
years ago 60 British babies died out 
of 1,000 births. In adult health last 
year there were 470,282 deaths, the 
smallest total for 18 years, despite 
a population inerease of 3,500,000. 


In Norway: Though the Nor- 
wegian people already have a very 
progressive social security system, 
a new program is under way which 
will greatly expand all previous 
provisions for human welfare. The 
entire population will soon be cov- 
ered by health insurance, unem- 
ployment and accident insurance. 
Family allowances will be increased 
as well as allowances to dependent 
mothers and to individuals who 
eare for orphan children. Free 
medical care is to be provided to 
all people in Norway, with a free 
choice of doctors permitted. Al- 
though Norway is-in direct line 
for Communist expansion, the peo- 
ple remain stubbornly anti-Com- 
munist on every front. Norwegians 
are putting up with all kinds of 
austerity for the sake of economic 
recovery, but they continue to push 


forward in almost every field of

been the haven for thousands of refugees, — both Germans escaping 
Soviet controls and even scores of Russians trying to escape from the rule 
of their own tyrants. 


These and other similar contrasts have placed the most powerful 
weapons imaginable in the hands of the torces of the western democra- 
cies. We should now be able to sweep Europe with the economic, politi- 
cal and moral force thus placed in our hands. But we can’t and won't 
because we have tied our own hands with our own shortcomings — 
errors due to the wrong kind of thinking and the wrong kind of moral 
judgment. 


EHIND THE SCENES IN PARIS: The American public has 

not been aware of the real core of the struggle between Russia 
and the western powers over Germany,— which centers on the res- 
toration of German industry and how that restoration has been a- 
chieved. Instead of converting Germany into a “pastoral” nation which 
was the short-sighted plan popular in Washington at the close of the 
war, we are going to the other extreme and are restoring the heavy 
German industries and under the management of much the same crowd 
of industrial aristocrats who ran it for Hitler! 


THE ROADS TO BERLIN were once strewn with the bodies 
of American boys who died believing they knew what they were fight- 
ing for. They had been told that the evil combination of Hitler’s mad 
leadership and Germany’s greedy industrial cartels were out to conquer 
the world. We would destroy the Hitler gangsters, liquidate the cartel 
giants and democratize Germany so that never again would the world 
face this threat. But that promise has been forgotten. We did destroy 
the Hitler gangsters, — a lot of them anyway, — but instead of abolish- 
ing the cartels and liquidating their feudalistic ownership, we have 
embraced the whole system in what we hope will be an alliance against 
Russia, thus sadly deepening the chasms that divide the East from the 
West and enormously increasing Russia’s fear and suspicion of Amer- 
ica’s intentions. 

To make Germany a pastoral nation was impossible, for the 
German economy could not rest on agriculture because of inadequate 
soil resources. But the restoration of Germany’s economy could have 
been directed away from those particular heavy chemical and steel ina 
dustries so closely linked to war,—but little attempt has been made 
in that direction. As any European official will tell you — German 
industry is being put back on a basis that means war production over- 
night. And since most of Germany’s industrial might is in the West 
under American and British control,—that means just one thing, — 
re-arm western Europe against Russia. 

This betrayal of American war aims has been accomplished by 
the heavy-handed direction of large American business interests work- 
ing through and with our military leaders who themselves have sought 
to put America under the control of brass-hat thinking. The very men 
who have had charge of our “reconstruction of Germany” have been 
men drawn directly from such circles. 


UNDERMINED: The late Secretary of Defense Forrestal, whose 
tortured mind led him to such a sad demise, was one of those caught 
in the picture. As those who were close to Forrestal know, it wasn’t 
just the Army-Navy feuding that broke him, as the public has been 
led to believe; it was also the sense of futility and ominous failure of 
so much that America was trying to do.—and in which he had had 
a part. He was in a position to know! 


As previously reported by us and courageously brought into the 
open by newsman Thomas Stokes of the Scripps-Howard Syndicate, 
the men sent to Germany to direct the decartelization of German in- 
dustry were nearly all from America’s financial and industrial top 
echelon, like Wm. H. Draper, the chief who was closely allied with 
Forrestal’s Wall St. interests. Then Lawrence Wilkinson, appointed 
as Gen. Clay’s economic adviser and actual decartelization agent, is 
a brother-in-law to Wm. H. Draper! 

These gentlemen, and others with similar connections, imme- 
diately began to undermine the plan to break up the German cartels 
and separate them from their old Nazi-tainted militaristic, feudal

social progress, while the Commu- 
nists continue to lose what little 
power they had gained. Ever since 
Czechoslovakia fell to Communist 
rule a year ago, Norwegians have 
asked themselves “Are we next?” 
They are determined to prevent 
any such possibility by continuing 
their Socialist program of greater 
privileges and greater security for 
all citizens. Norwegians are fond 
of saying, according to an Associ- 
ated Press report, that “We are 
a socialistic people, but we are 
determined to oppose communism 
to the last ounce of our strength.” 
Europeans universally believe that 
moderate socialism provides the 
best bulwark against the threat of 
communism. In America great ef- 
fort is made to convince the publie 
that socialistic trends inevitably 
lead to communism. European anti- 
Communist leaders point to the 
fact that no nation in Europe has 
gone Communist as a result of a 
Socialist regime, while many have 
become Communist because moder- 
ate Socialist reforms did not come 
in time to prevent communism. 


The Real Threat: Large chain 
stores and nation-wide merchan- 
dising monoplies are wiping out 
the American middleman, accord- 
ing to charges by an authority in 
a field of national distribution, A. 
H. Finley. Mr. Finley, recently 
reporting to a nation-wide disribu- 
tors’ association in New York, 
stated that wholesalers and retail- 
ers in the past worked in wide- 
spread independence throughout 
the country and thus kept a nor- 
mal wholesale balance on the Amer- 
ican market. All this is being slow- 
ly wiped out by the increasing con- 
trol of the merchandising field 
through the monopolistic manipu- 
lation of production and distribu- 
tion through a few powerful chains 
that more and more dominate the 
entire American market. The at- 
mosphere of free enterprise is be- 
ing slowly erased by this concen- 
tration of power, according to these 
national distributors. We often 
hear charges by business spokes- 
men that left-wing interests are 
threatening free enterprise, but 
here is a flat charge that the great- 
est threat to free enterprise is from 





the selfish controls of great monop- 
olies within business itself. 





Justice: The Dallas News re- 
cently made a clear statement of 
the kind of justice the Negro re- 
eeives in Texas courts, in contrast 
to that which may be expected by 
a white. “If a Negro kills a white 
man, he is almost sure to go to 
the electric chair. But if a white 
man kills a Negro, he almost surely 
walks out free. If a Negro kills a 
Negro, the case either gathers dust 
on the shelf or is tried perfuntorily.”

tians in Russia. Each time we do 
that, letters come in accusing us 
of being pro-Russian and pro-Com- 
munistie for speaking of vigorous 
Christianity in Russia. Oue of the 
most authoritative voices in Prot- 
estant America is Dr. Henry Smith 
Leiper of the World Couneil of 
Churches, who frequently travels 
throughout the world among Chris- 
tian circles. Dr. Leiper has been 
emphasizing the fact that there are 
approximately 90 million Christians 
in Russia. Dr. Leiper accuses many 
Americans of “talking insanely 
and diabolically about killing 200 
million Russians like so many 
rats”,—as if we do not care or 
think of them as individuals. “Aft- 
er all, half the people of Russia are 
members of Christian churches,” 
stated Dr. Leiper. “They may have 
been deluded by the influence of 
Soviet education, but they are still 
Christians.” We rejoice in the news 
of Dr. Leiper’s large estimate of 
the foree of Chrisianity in Russia, 
—he is no doubt right that al- 
most half of Russia’s 200 million 
people still maintain some kind 
of a religious affiliation, for the 
Russians have always been the 
most deeply spiritual and pius peo- 
ple on earth. And it is a startling 
fact that there are ten times as 


many Christians—even at our 
more conservative estimate— as 
there are members of the Com- 


munist Party, for the Communist 
Party numbers about 4,500,000. 


On Russian Easter this year, 
the churches were crowded, — al- 
though the Russian Easter service 
begins at midnight and runs till 
dawn — six or seven hours of con- 
tinuous liturgical pagentry of great 
beauty and dramatic power. Mos- 
eow’s famous Yelokhovsky Cathe- 
dral as usual was jammed to the 
doors with thousands outside listen- 
ing to the great choirs as their 
musie floated out from the open 
windows. There are no seats in 
the Russian churches, so the people 
all stand during this long servece.

HOPE STANDS NEAR 























Man’s failure in his efforts to clear the way to a peaceful 
world has been the result of working only on one level. We 
have concentrated on economic policies, armed power and po- 
litical agreements, — all essential in themselves but very inad- 
equate when used alone. The great issues and conflicts of life 
are basically spiritual, and we never understand men until we 
realize that. When we try to deal with great spiritual problems 
with only physical tools, progress comes slowly, if at all. A 
pressing example is the approach of communism and Marxism, 
which doesn’t really offer an economic or political program, 
— except as those interests are interwoven with its driving 
religious passion to tear down wealth by violent revolutions 
and establish a workers’ “utopia’’. While at our side stands a 
giant power that CAN help us —in fact — without Him we 
will remain helpless.

FFORT AT COOPERATION: In the meantime, German work- 
er groups,—themselves, their sons and their families, the first vic- 
tims of Nazism,—began to set up plans for cooperative worker-man- 
agement controls for the huge German trusts. The authoritative World- 
over Press reported this on Feb. 11, as did several American labor 
periodicals (CIO National News, Jan. 17, 1949). The skilled German 
workers in these giant plants felt that a plan could be perfected to 
give the former owners some fair compensation for their past contri- 
butions to the development of German industry, — and yet vest controls 
in new worker-management cooperative boards, thus forever removing 
the plants from the old war-minded, nationalistic feudal ownership. 
A report in Harpers Magazines last December by Wm. H. Hale, a 
former adviser to U. S. Control Services in Germany, explained how 
Gen. Clay was influenced to ignore the German work groups, how the 
general refused to cooperate with their unions and instead granted 
continued widening favors to the former owners of German cartel 
plants who themselves were old-time European partners of large Amer- 
ican business interests! As Worldover Press has indicated, Gen. Clay 
individually has been friendly and charitable to the German people, 
but he did not seem able to carry over this sympathy on economic 
levels. When we look over some of the industrial and financial con- 
nections of those who held the reins with him on such matters, is 
there any wonder! 


REVERBERATIONS: So the U. S. Army, through such high- 
handed manipulations, brushed aside the German workers’ sincere offer 
of cooperation and left them to the machinations of the Communists 
while the betrayal of the promises to the American people to break 
up the German trusts were so flagrantly violated that reverberations

of scores of such alliances that fail- 
ed to bring them peace. The Triple 
Alliance of 1822 lined up Italy, 
Austria and Germany against 
France and Russia. In 1884 this 
was merged with the former secret 
alliance between Russia, Austria 
and Germany. Then in 1892 France 
and Russia concluded an alliance 
against Germany. In 1904 Britain 
signed an entente with France. 
This was extended until the Triple 
Entente of 1907 when Britain, 
France and Russia made an al- 
liance. But in spite of all this, in 
1914 the great World War I broke 
out. Following World War I, 
France made pacts with Belgium 
and Poland in 1921 and a treaty 
with Czechoslovakia in 1924. 
Franco - Rumanian and Franco - 
Yugoslavian agreements came im- 
mediately afterwards. The well-re- 
membered Little Entente (Czecho- 
slovakia, Yugoslavia and Ru- 
mania) was thus tied to France and 
aimed at protecting France from 
the German threat. Then the Lo- 
earno Pact in 1925 was a series of 


seven treaties in which France, 
Belgium, Britain and Italy all 


pledged not to go to war against 
each other and to maintain exist- 
ing frontiers. It even set up con- 


ventions for arbitration between 
Germany and Belgium, between 


France and Germany, and between 
Jermany and Poland. Then came 
the Kellogg-Briand Pact in which 
15 nations, including Soviet Rus- 
sia, agreed to outlaw war. But in 
the end, these agreements proved 
to be either insincere and useless 
or were used as instruments of pow- 
er politics and certainly did not 
bring peace. Thus it is not hard to 
see why the European mind looks 
upon the new western alliance with 
a cold appraisal, far different from 
our “whooper-up” tactics. 


World-Wide Trends: The na- 
tionalization of industry, an ac- 
cepted pattern in Europe, is be- 
ginning to invade the western hem- 
isphere through Argentina. Presi- 
dent Peron, charging that Amer- 
iea’s control of gold has thrown 
the entire foreign money market 
out of balance, recently announced 
that Argentina was nationalizing 
their basic industries to protect 
Argentine business from the harm- 
ful effects of the manipulations of 
foreign capital. Peron is strength- 
ening his control over business, 
agriculture and labor in Argentina 
through dictatorial laws over the 
nation’s economies — with fuel, 
light and power, banking, trans- 
portation, ete., coming under State 
control.

INDUSTRIAL POTENTIAL: As we said at first, this all has 
extremely important bearing on our present negotiations with Russia. 
The restoration of German industry is an obvious step toward the 
rearmament of western Europe against Russia and doing this under 
the leadership of the arch-capitalistie cartel crowd, who were the 
chief movers behind the Nazi invasion into Russia, has convinced the 
Russians that the most powerful elements in the West want war against 
Russia and are planning for it as fast as they can. If you keep this in 
mind it is not hard to understand the Russian maneuvers at Paris. 
Russian iudustry was terribly crippled by the Nazi invasion, — their 
satellite countries suffered much the fate. Thus the industrial

If we had liquidated the old German industrial war masters 
and had permitted German industry to be restored on a genuine peace 
basis under the leadership of the German worker-middle-of-the-road 
management groups, we would have presented Russia with a very 
strong front but a peace-minded front, - 
peaceful settlement.

AS THE PRESSURE IS RELIEVED: With things as they are— 
the Moscow strategists will likely give ground sufficiently — but 
with bitterness —to relieve the acute pressure on them in the West 
and while we are pre-occupied with preening ourselves over our ac- 
complishments in Europe, the Communist will continue to tear the 
heart out of the whole world-wide capitalistic framework in Asia through 
the vast door they have already forced open in China—and extend 
the same tactics to the Near East with increased pressure. (All those 
areas are far more vital to our economic life than we realize because 
of wide and intimate ties to the oil, tin, rubber and shipping empires.) 
The Communists will continue to use their same skillful revolutionary 
tactics that apparently are not as yet understood by our political and 
military leadership in Washington. The Russian army will not move, 
so we won't be able to fight communism as long as our thinking con- 
tinues riveted on a military level. While the huge Russian army con- 
tinues to stand behind Soviet boundaries like a great comforting bul- 
wark to the Red mind, the 
to pour out over the earth, invading those wide areas where hunger, 
desperation and injustice have prepared the way, conditions to which 
the greed and blindness of the West has contributed so much. World- 
wide change, that should have come through men’s hearts and minds, 
will continue to come through violence, led by the tyrannies which 
emerge out of the underprivileged,—the “dictatorship of the prole- 
tariat.”
